NAVY’S RED TAPE 
BARS ECONOMY, 
MAGRUDER SAYS. 


Quotes Report Showing Cost

SAYS OFFICERS HAVE 
LITTLE DISCRETION 


Asserts Fleet of Destroyers, 
Now Deteriorating, Should 
Be Put Back in Service 


SrectaL Non Mowtronr Beat 

WASHINGTON—Two hundred new 
destroyers built subsequent to the 
World War and now out of commis- 
sion and alleged to be deteriorating 
should be reconditioned and put into 
service, Rear Admiral Thomas P. 
Magruder, former commander of the 


fourth naval district with head- 
quarters at Philadelphia, told the 
House Naval Affairs Committee. Ad- 
miral Magruder concluded direct 
testimony which has led the commit- 
tee to investigate charges of extrav- 
agance in the Navy Department and 
the next session will be devoted to 
questioning the admiral. 

The Rear Admiral said commis- 
sioning the destroyers, now tied up 
in navy yards, would be a real 
economy, would give officers much- 
needed training. and would offer a 
real defense in case of emergency. 

He charged duplication of work by 
naval offices and uselessly involved 
paper work. Thomas S. Butler (R), 
Representative from Pennsylvania, 
and chairman of the Naval Affairs 
Committee, expressed himself as in 
complete sympathy with the removed 
naval officer. 


Views Are Indorsed 


“I want to say.“ Mr. Butler inter- 
jected at the conclusion, “that I sym- 
_pathize with you, Admiral. I agree 
with you. I have been all through 
this myself and have attacked con- 
ditions that you point out.” Mr. 
Butler added that “Like Admiral Ma- 
gruder,” he had suffered because of 
his temerity in criticising naval ex- 
penditure. 

Quoting the annual report of the 
engineering chief in 1925, Rear Ad- 
miral Magruder said that it cost the 
United States Navy $4 to install 
every $1 worth of material, using 
navy yard labor. This report, he 
said, bore out a part of his criticism 
that had been widely attacked as 
misleading. 

The witness conscientiously avoid- 
ed hyperbole and frequently modi- 
fied adjectively. He said an “impres- 
sive” number of officers and bureaus 
“Wow seem to have cognizance over 
navy vessels.” He said a large share

MINERAL DEPOSITS 
FOUND IN NOVA SCOTIA 


' YARMOUTH, N. S.. Dec. 16 ()}— 
Discovery of extensive deposits of 
lead and zinc in Yarmouth County 
| was announced yesterday by Archi- 
| bald M. Campbell, Canadian geologist 
and explorer. While exploring in the 
‘vicinity of Snare Lake, about 25 
miles from here. Mr. Campbell re- 
ported that he discovered two areas 
‘half a mile apart littered with metal 
bearing “float” containing a high 
percentage of lead and zinc. Trench- 
ing on one of these areas disclosed 
three highly mineralized veins, the 
largest of which.is 12 feet in width. 

The geologist, who has conducted 
explorations in many of the famous 
Canadian mining regions, including 
the Sudbury, Cobalt and Porcupine 
areas, said he believed the Yarmouth 
deposits would prove to be the 
largest of the kind yet found in the 
maritime provinces.

Official Arbitrator Pro- 


nounces Partly for the Men 
and Partly for Employers

BERLIN. Dec. 16— The official ar- 
bitrator has now pronounced his 
judgment on the conflict between the 
Rubr industrialists and the work- 
men, according to which the em- 
ployers must give in on the question 
of working hours while the workmen 
must yield on the question of wages. 
The majority of the foundries and 
the rolling mills, according to the 
officia] arbitrator, must introduce the 
eight-hour day but are permitted to 
prolong Sunday work. for. which, 
however, the wages must be in- 
creased. 

The workmen's demand to be paid 
the same wages when working eight 
hours as received for a ten-hour 
day was rejected and employers and 
employees were ordered to split the 
burden. The workmen's demand for 
a 10 per cent wage increase was 
also rejected, only a 2 per cent in- 
crease being granted, which amounts 
to about 75 cents for unskilled labor 
and $1.70 for skilled labor per week. 

Skilled workmen's wages will then 
amount to little less than 20 cents 
per hour. The employers declare that 
they can pay even so small an in- 
crease only with the greatest diffi- 
culty. But it is believed the accept- 


ance of the compromise will be made 


obligatory.

DEAN POUND DEFINES 
JUDGES’ RESTRICTION 


‘Shows How Legislation Re- 


duced Their Power 


Restriction of the powers of trial 
judges in the United States is in 
striking contrast to the similarity 
otherwise of American law to the 
English common law of the seven- 
teenth century, Roscoe Pound, dean 
of the Harvard Law School, said in 


an address at the Boston City Club. A 


He also contrasted it with the broad 
powers, even to a control over legis- 
lation, given to the appellate courts. 

Instead of permitting the common 
law judge to “dominate the whole ad- 
ministration of justice” ag had been 
the case in England shortly before 
the American courts came into exist- 
enee, he remarked that legislation in 
the colonies and the United States 
reduced the judge to the level of a 
mere umpiré between lawyers and 
prescribed in advance nearly every- 
thing he should do. 

Dean Pound attributed the con- 
tinuance of this system to a.series of 
unfavorable experiences with stern, 
powerful trial judges in England and 
Scotland accompanying waves of 
American immigration which came 
just before the threé principal peri- 
ods of arnt Pe om in the court sys- 
tem in America.

in book form by D. Appleton & Co.

In his foreword to the co ected, 
enlarged and revised sbleeriny Mr. 
Feldman, who is assistant professor 
of industrial relations at the Amos 
Tuck School of Administration and 
Finance says: “The writer under- 
took the study solely as a matter of 
research and the Monitor limited the 
instructions to an insistence upon 
impartial investigation and the 
presentation of comprehensive and 
authoritative data.

Accurate Analysis 


The material in its present: form 
of some 405 pages presents an im- 
partial and accurate analysis of defi- 
nite aspects of the complex question 
of prohibition. 

To an investigation over a wide 
area and the results of an elaborate 
questionnaire survey the disciplined 
viewpoint of the scholar has been ap- 
plied that the effects, the accomplish- 
ments and the purposes of ah amend- 
ment which has exceeded by the 
importance of its effect on the con- 
temporary and future life of the 
Nation, all other amendments ever 
made to the Constitution of the 
United States might be set forth in 
their proper relation.

Bridge 476 Feet High Takes

MOSCOW, ida.—The old Shoshone 
Falls ferry, which has furnished 
transportation across the Snake 
River in southern Idaho since the 
early ‘80s, has —. to progress. 
When the Twin Falis-Jerome bridge, 
spanning the gorge cut into the 
southern Idaho lava flows by the 
Snake River, was opened to traffic 
everyone forgot the ferry, and ite 
operators concluded it was imprac- 
tical for them to face the new com- 
petition.

DURHAM, N, C.—After three years 
of careful surveying present and 
future needs, Duke University has 
adopted final plans for the construc- 
tion of its second, and larger, unit 
of buildings to be erected on the 
newly acquired 4500-acre campus 
near Durham. There will be 44 
buildings in the group, and the work 
will require an expenditure of ap- 
proximately $20,000,000 over a period 
of several years. Construction is 
under way. 

The first unit of buildings is com- 
pleted and occupied, comprising 25 
buildings on the old Trinity College 
campus. This includes a new $4,- 
000,000 quadrangle of 11 buildings. 
Here is the present home of Duke 
University, with a record of three- 
quarters of a century of service in 
the cause of education. Eventually 
this unit will be used entirely for 
women as the co-ordinate college. 

The new group will be situated on 
a plateau 200 feet high and a mile 
and a half long, enabling the build- 
ings, with its central chapel tower of 
265 feet height, to overlook a great 
expanse of virgin woodland campus. 


The plans include the beautifica- 
tion of the campus and the thousands | 
of acres around the buildings. 
Through the wooded campus there 
will be miles of driveways and walks. 
There will be one or more large arti- 
ficial lakes on the campus, and sey- 
eral fountains. 

A natural bowl has been chosen 
for the site of the stadium, to be of 
concrete and seat 40,000 persons. 
This will be near a state highway, 
and adjoining large parking areas.

Two princes and four 
marquises took the first step, and 
within a few days they had been fol- 
lowed by the majority of the heredi- 
tary members, save the princes of the 
imperial family, who ntéver take their 
seats in the House. Prince Iyesato 
Tokugawa, president of the House 
of Peers and a nonpartisan, is ex- 
pected to joig them, and it is proba- 
ble that only one or two of the mar- 
quises will hold aloof. 


Reform of the House of Peers from 
within is their declared purpose, and 
there is no reason to doubt their sin- 
cerity. What they seek to.do is to 
remove the upper house from the 
spliere of politics, retaining for it 
little more than an advisory capa- 
city. They do not believe it to ‘be 
right that a nonelective group which 
cannot be dissolved, and therefore is 
not responsible to public opinion, 
should undertake the actual law- 
making of the Nation. That right be- 
longs to the people as a gift from 
the Emperor Meiji they say, and 
should be exercised by them through 
their dulty elected representatives in 
the lower house. 

The action of the princes and mar- 
quises has already wrecked the Ken- 
kyukai, all of its leaders save one 
having been compelled to step down 
from their places of control. Public 
opinion throughout the Empire is 
unquestionably behind Prince Kon- 
oye’s action, but it is still premature 
to predict absolute success, for ambi- 
tious men in the upper house can- 
not be expected to give up their polit- 
ical power without further struggle.

According to the Government, the

Mexico has recently hecome inter- 
ested in attracting foreign tourists 
to the Republic, especially Amer- 
icans, because it believes it will 
better economic conditions by the 
influx of newcomers, who would 
spend money freely in addition to 
obtaining a better understanding of 
Mexico and a friendier feeling for 
its people.

Roosevelt made his Bull Moose cam- 
paign. After President Taft was re- 
nominated, Mr. Roosevelt sent for 
him and said, “Borah, I do not know 
how you feel about it, but if you feel 
you can, I would like you to take 
charge of the meeting tonight.” 

Mr. Borah's reply was friendly, but 

quite definite. 
„ “No, Colonel,” he said. “I have 
gone with you as far as I can. I am 
going to fight it out within the Re- 
publican Party, and that is what you 
should do.“ 

He made his race for re-election 
to the Senate, denounced the manner 
in which Mr. Taft was renominated, 
but declared that he would not join 
the Third Party. Years later. when 
Mr. Taft’s name was before the Sen- 
ate for confirmation as Chief Justice 
of the United States, Mr. Borah was 
one of the four senators who voted 
against the appointment. 


Conferee But Not Supporter 


President Harding now and again 
called him to the White House. With- 
out being an avowed member of the 
insurgent bloc of that Congress. he 
waé, nevertheless, unfailing in his op- 
position tö the Harding Administra- 
tion. President Coolidge has made it 
a point to confer with him often, but 
Mr. Borah has given him no greater 
support than his predecessors. In 
1924, when Senator La Follette made 
his- Third Party campaign, Mr. 
Borah although seeing eye to eye 
with him on the issue, refrained from 
advocating his candidacy. 

The story is related that President 
Coolidge called Mr. Borah to the 
White House and told him that he 
would like to have him take a place 
on the Republican ticket. 

“Which place, Mr. President?“ Mr. 
Borah is said to have inquired. And 
both men smiled. 

Himself a Republican candidate for 
re-election, Mr, Borah made speeches 
in his State in which he minced no 
words. concerning his independent 
course in the Senate. The insurgent

A fellow traveler recommended 
Boise as a stopping place; Boise, the 
capital of Idaho, a thriving State 
which had been admitted to the 
Union the year previous.

“There is under way a powerful 
campaign to shift the burden of the 
war onto the small taxpayer. I am

BEIRUT, Syria—The constitutional 
future of Syria as distinct from the 
Lebanon is engaging the attention 
of both the French mandatory power 
and the people, now that the revolu- 
tion beginning with the insurrection 
of the Druses and raging for fully 
two years has been quelled.

Damascus under Ahmed Nami Bey 
has been likened to a war cabinet. 
Nami Bey took it on himself, when 
the rebel army was still far from 
pacified, to try and bring hostilities 
against the French to an end if the 
French on their part would under- 
take to help by fulfilling the pledges 
to Syria. France, therefore, has every 
reason to be grateful to Nami Bey 
now that the country as a whole ap- 
pears to be pacified; and it is not 
surprising to find the temporary head 
of the Government figuring very 
largely as the future head of the 
permanent government of whatever 
form. 

It is not in Nami Bey's power, how- 
ever, to design the constitutional 
cloak for Syria. Were it a question 
of the province of Damascus alone, 
Nami Bey ‘enjoys sufficient prestige 
with his countrymen of the moderate 
parties to have his proposals enter- 
tained. But within the territory 
known roughly ag Syria, there are 
kingdoms within kingdoms. 


Various States 
There is the state of the Alouites, 
or the “Territory of the Alawiyin,” 
with its capital at Latakia. There 


is the Province of Aleppo, which re- 
fuses to be under the tutelage of 
Demascus, and, finally, there is the 
Jebel Druse, with the most race- 
proud and stubborn element 
Syria’s population. It is up to the 
French to say what is to happen to 
all these states, the status of none 
of which is clear except in the Re- 
public of the Greater Lebanon flying 
the French tricolor: with the cedare 
of Lebanon superimposed. 

Nami Bey is the only outstanding 
man who during the troubles had 
the courage to stand by the manda- 
tory, succeeding in forming a cabi- 
net in face of imminent danger to 
the ministers, and at the risk of his 
own life. Now that the rebellion 
has been crushed, Nami Bey, al- 
though popular even with his for- 
mer enemies, is not in position to 
put together the picture puzzle 
known as Syria. The future form of 
government lies with M. Ponsot, the 
French High Commisioner. That he 
has ideas on the subject is certain. 
M. Ponsot says very little and seems 


to like to have his plans take people 


by surprise.

Are Visited by Their Governor 


Executive Covers 3000 Miles to See Them, and Returns 
to Capital Loud in Their Praise—Learned More 
Than in All Previous Stay in State

BRISBANE — “The indomitable 
spirit of the settlers in the far-out- 
back of Queensland is magnificent. 
‘Their patience and hopefulness are 
sublime. Past experience has incul- 
cated in them a wonderful faith in 
the recuperative powers of their 
land. As to the women outback, I 
was thrilled by their courage.” 

The Governor of Queensland, Sir 
John Goodwin, thus expressed him- 
self on his return from his first tour 
of the West. He journeyed to the 
outback to learn, at first hand, the 
conditions under which the settlers 
live in that vast area of the State, 
in order to be able to impart the in- 
formation to the Secretary of State 
for the Dominions, L. C. M. S. Amery, 
on that gentleman’s arrival in 
Queensland. 

Referring again to the women of 
the West, Sir John quoted the lines 
of — poet, George Essex 


or poh no trumpet sounds the call, 

no poet plies his arts 

They only hear the beating of their 
gallant, loving hearts. 

But they have sung with — lives, 
the song, all songs above 

The holiness of sacrifice, the dignity 
of love. 


“Since we left Brisbane,” said Sir 
John, “we have traveled approxi- 
mately 3000 miles—about 1500 miles 
by train, and an equal distance by 
motor-car. In that time I have 


learned more about Queensland than 
during the whole of the rest of the 
period I have been in the state. 

The Governor was enthusiastic 
about the scenery of the Bunya 
Mountains. “It is magnificent,” he 
said, “the finest I have seen any- 
where. I saw the varioug pastoral 
operations in fuli swing—shearing, 
scouring, classing, and feeding. I 
visited a shearing shed when the 
shearers were having their tea, and I 
accepted their invitation to have 
some ‘tucker.’ 

“The shearers are a splendid type 
of men, hard-working, superb speci- 
mens of physical manhood, with 
plenty of grit. They are very quick 
and efficient workers. One of the 
men, the ‘ringer’ of the shed, sheared 
190 sheep in the day. Yes, those 
shearers are real men.” 

The Governor visited the oil bore 
at Roma. He brought back as 
souvenirs from the west some fos- 
sils and relics of prehistoric animals. 
Sir John was also keenly interested 
in the Devil's Horns” that grow in 
the west of Queensland—a specie of 
climbing plant which has a pod sur- 
mounted with horns, similar to 
those of a goat. These Devil's 
Horns” are the bane of the shearer. 
They catch in the wool, and give 
him some trouble when the fleece is 
being taken off. The horns are so 
hard they defy the blades of the 
shears.

In spite of 0 features of the 
book, the reader is able to learn 
much that is interesting concerning 
the Duce. His father was a village 
blacksmith and inn-keeper who con- 
sorted with Socialists and Interna- 
tionalists, and went to prison for 
mis political activities. He named his 
boy Benito after the Mexican revolu- 
tionary, Benito Pablo Juarez, the 
overthrower of the Emperor Maxi- 
milian. Young Benito followed in his 
father’s footsteps, became a Socialist 
organizer in Switzerland, there asso- 
ciated with political outcasts and 
refugees from many countries, and 
saw the inside of more prisons than 
his father had evgr seen. For a time, 
Benito embraced Buddhism. 


His real political career com- 
menced in 1912, when he became 
editor of the Avanti!, Italy’s fore- 
most Socialist newspaper, in Milan. 
When the World War broke out, he 
refused to support the Socialist pro- 
gram of neutrality, resigned his edi- 
torial post, was expelled from the 
Socialist Party, and started his own 
paper, II Popolo d'Italia. His influ- 
ence played a considerable part in 
bringing Italy into the war on the 
side of the Allies. He went to the 
front as a privaté in a Bersagliere 
regiment, saw many hardships and 
some fighting, made an excellent 
record, was made a sergeant, and 
eventually was wounded. Upon his 
release from hospital, he returned to 
his paper. 

He had done his full duty as a sol. 
cler, but his great service to his 
country came in those troubled years 
after the peace, when Italy trembled 
on the verge of Bolshevism. Gradu- 
ally the issue became more and more 
clear-cut between Socialism and 
Fascism, between destruction and 
construction. More than to any other 
man, credit is due Mussolini for 
bringing about the victory of order 
and construction. The forcible sup-

Al- 
though the three supreme Greek 

tragedians represent a ng 
unified ideal, setting up a single 
model for all noble tragedy, every- 
one who opens their pages today be- 
comes at once aware of significant 
differences between the great prede- 
cessor s Alschylus and Sophocles 
and the modern Euripides. 

“We feel this,” says the author of 
this most “modern” interpretation, 
“in many ways—in the greater 
prominence of children in his dramas, 
in his treatment of slaves, and inthis 
delineation of the feeling of repent- 
ance, as in the ‘Andromache,’ or of 
the moral struggle, as in the ‘Medea,’ 
‘Electra,’ ‘Orestes’ and ‘Iphigenia in 
Aulis.’ We also feel it in the fah- 
tastic nature of a play like the 
‘Helena,’ which has beea aptly com- 
pared with ‘A Midsummer Night's 
Dream’; but the feeling may be 
briefly described as that occasioned 
by the more complicated nature both 
of his plots and of his characters.” 

Even more impressively modern 
was the new introduction by Eu- 
ripides of homely pictures of every- 
day experience. Here ig Electra the 
King’s daughter represented as actu- 
ally drawing water in the course of 
her household duties, 8 speaking 
in these words: 

O night of darkness, nurse of golden 


stars, 
Wherein, with pitcher on my head, I go 
And come, drawing water from the 
river’s source. 
When her humbly-born husband un- 
easily remonstrates, she replies: 


though bidden not, 
I must share in thy tabors, as I may, 
And thus make light thy load.

“grand style” as well as to “grand 
events” and exalted personages that

common things with which 


A realist! That was the most 
serious charge which the contempo- 
raries could bring against him: But 
Euripides himself would have been 
as much perplexed as repelled by the 
realism of a Zola or a Dreiser® As 
Mr. Appleton effectively show, 
Euripides introduces intimate homely 
references not because he failed to 
“realize the dignity appropriate to 
tragedy, but because he possessed 

“an enhanced perception of the in- 
ner fineness of the ‘common things’ 
themselves.” He finds man as he is 
sufficiently fine, and does not fear 
to portray the “commonplace” as 
presentative of human life. After all, 
most experience is “commonplace.” 
And by discovering the essentially 
ideal in ordinary experience Euripi- 
des proves himself the most human 
of the Greek dramatists. 

It was this intense sympathetic in- 
sight into human nature which in- 
spired Euripides to turn away from 
the traditional theology of his pred- 
ecessors and, most impressively of 
all, to liberate his thought from the 
grim specter of an all-powerful Fate. 
While in one place he states the con- 
ventional Greek belief that “Nothing 
is more potent than Fate,” his 
dramas make it clear that this is 
not external to the human wil but 
inherent within human nature itself. 
In this fundamental doctrine, says 
Mr. Appleton, Euripides is nearer 
to the most enlightened modern at- 
titude than he is to Avschylus. 

Such an emphasis upon the ideal- 
ism and humanism of Euripides is 
supported by liberal quotation from 
the various plays, and by represen- 
tative passages from other Greek 
writers. Mr. Appleton’s interpreta- 
tion recognizes moreover the views 
of previous critics and frames the 
issues fairly and tolerantly. If we 
might have had more of such human 
and persuasive criticism perhaps the 
decline in the study of the classics 
might have been delayed.

OME have welcomed the modern 
effacing of halos drawn about 
pedestaled figures of the past; 

some will welcome also Dr. Peabody's 
memorial of 14 men and women of 
his own time whom he has deemed 
worthy of glorification. 

Dr. Peabody's conviction is that 
saints as well as sinners offer good 
material for historians and his book 
justifies his conviction. These saints 
are uncanonized. Drawn from the 
— of a Harvard professor’s 

ory and experience, they are a 

few among the many open to his 
choice, whose “dominating direction 
of conduct towards the ideals of 
Christian living was precisely what 
gave them the right to be called 
saints.” 

Some of them were teachers; some 
were preachers; some were men of 


Up From the [Thames 


Up and Down Stream, by Harry Gosling. 
London: Methuen & Co, 78. 6d. net. 


UTOBIOGRAPHIES by politi- 
A clans, captains of industry, 
and actresses are of almost 
daily occurrence; one by a trade 
union leader is rare and refreshing. 
Mr. Gosling was born, one might al- 
most say, a Thames Waterman; he 
calls the river “his companion and 
friend through life” and fills his early 
pages with its strenuous life and 
with the history of the ancient 
Watermen’s Company. 

It is a far cry now from the days 
when the 24,000 Thames Watermen 
petitioned Parliament against the re- 
moval of the theaters from Bankside 
to the north side of the river, which 
would have ruined their lucrative 
business of conveying playgoers 
across the river safe from the at- 
tacks of footpads, or against the 
monstrous innovation of hackney 
coaches; but their successors of to- 
day still retain their pride of craft 
and most of their old rights and 
privileges, and the author is rightly 
proud of his place amongst them and 
of his skill with raft and barge. His 
ability and force of character made 
him the secretary of the new Society 
of Watermen and Lightermen, gave 
him a seat on the London County 
Council and in Parliament, made him 
eventually leader of many hundred 
thousands of transport workers, and 
finally Minister of Transport in the 
short-lived Labor Government of 


1924. 
The chief interest of this simply 
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told narrative lies in the author’s 
outlook, his response to an enlarging 
experience. He reveals himself as 
shrewd, kindly and moderate, whole- 
hearted in the struggle to advance 
the cause which he had at heart. In 
one respect his views are curiously 
limited. Influenced no doubt by tra- 
dition and experience, he appears to 
believe firmly that the interests of 
Capital and Labor are naturally and 
necessarily antagonistic, and that 
the only way to better the conditions 
of pay and employment is to bring 
effective pressure to bear upon em- 
ployers by the organization and 
amalgamation of large numbers of 
employed, backed in the last instance 
by the sanction of the strike. There 
is little appreciation of the power of 
public opinion, that final arbiter: 
little expectation of good will from 
employers. He is so rightly and 
deeply concerned for the welfare of 
manual labor—he falls into the error 
of appropriating the term “worker” 
for it—that he considers little else: 
that internationalism which, he says 
truly, must come in time, he con- 
ceives of as some super-amalgama- 
tion of the “workers” of the world. 

But a sectional putlook is not con- 
fined to trade unionists. When the 
swing of the pendulum has again 
placed the government of England in 
the hands of the Labor Party, it is 
men such as Mr. Gosling who will 
manage its affairs and have no small 
part in the welfare of millions 
throughout the world. If any appre- 
hension still exists as to the manner 
in which they will undertake that 
great responsibility, a book such as 
this will go a long way toward allay- 
ing’ it: fair-mindedness, common 
sense, and a keen sense of humor are 
no mean pilots even in the troubled 
and unknown sea of statesmanship. 
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affairs; one a statesman; one a Wall 
Street merchant; one a country 
school teacher; two were women. 
“From them all,” says Dr. Peabody, 
“as from stars of greater or less 
magnitude, there radiated illumina- 
tion and beauty.” His saints were 
not detached from the world, but 
within the world interpreted daily 
living with serenity and insight. 


There is Dr. Peabody's own father. 
Ephraim Peabody, pastor of King’s 
Chapel, a preacher whose short 
career whs marked by grave and 
luminous serenity. There is another 
Peabody, Andrew Preston Peabody, 
for several years professor of Chris- 
tian morals at Harvard, twice acting 
president, benign, eccentric, patient 
to a fault. 


Other preachers in Dr. Peabody's 
calendar of saints are James Free- 
man Clark, Edward Everett Hale, 
Phillips Brooks and Henry Drum- 
mond. Charles Carroll Everett, 
though for 10 years pastor in Ban- 
gor, Me., is best remembered as dean 
of the Divinity School at Harvard. 
Samuel Chapman Armstrong was an 
educator, founder of Hampton In- 
stitute. Carl Hilty was professor of 
jurisprudence and author of many 
little books on duty and happiness, a 
man too scantily remembered outside 
his own country. 

Another teacher is Dr. Peabody's 
old professor at Halle, Friedrich 
August Gottreu Tholuck. Still an- 
other, of quite a different sort, is 
Frederic IIIsley Phillips, country 
schoolmaster of Northeast Harbor. 
Me., where Dr. Peabody spends his 
summers. Still another—and here 
what diverse field of activity—is 
Charles W. Eliot. These names speak 
wd the variety in the author’s mate- 
rial. 

These fourteen character studies 


are strung upon the thread of Dr 
Peabody's own career unobtrusively 
outlined. Child of New England 

Francis G. Peabody was 5 to 
follow his father’s career as a Uni- 
tarian. minister, but he aren he began a 
connection with Harvard which has 
lasted. First he was instructor in 
the Divinity School, later he became 
Plummer Professor of Christian 
Morals and administrator of the Col- 
lege Chapel when compulsory at- 
tendance at chapel was abolished. 


Shakespeare and 
‘Common Sense

The Shakespeare M ystery.

. GEORGES C CONNES, who is 
professor of English litera- 
ture at the University of 
Dijon, shows himself in this read- 
able and useful book well qualified 
by temperament for the task of 
introducing some common sense into 
the Shakespeare cults. The ordinary 
reader of Shakespeare has heard 
rumor, more or less afar, of mighty 
battles between Shakespeareans and 
Baconians and upholders of various 
other Pretenders to the throne, in- 
cluding those strongly supported 
lords, the seventeenth Earl of Oxford 
and the sixth Earl of Derby. 

With great good humor, in his 
first chapter of The General Situa- 
tion,” the author explains his belief 
in the possibility of remaining calm 
and sane while examining the eitua- 
tion today regarding the identity 
of the genius most people are agreed 
to call Shakespeare. It is typical of 
the amazing story of Shakespearean 
controversy that even the spelling 
of the hero’s (or the villain’s) name 
has remained a subject of dispute. 
One wonders if a gentle irony was 
intended, in spelling the name 
“Shakspere” in the Preface to this 
book, which presumably is written 


by that “Member of the Shakespeare 


Fellowship” who is responsible for 
the pleasant translation which fol- 
lows; for in the latter one finds 
“Shakespeare” used consistently. 
The géneral reader may be unpre- 


pared to learn that the Shakespear- 


ean Bibliography published in 1909 


‘by Jaggard contained even then ref- 


erences to 15,000 volumes. No one 
will deny sympathy to Professor 
Connes, when he confesses that he 
had no intention of reading them all. 
The dimensions of the controversy 
are equaled only by its acerbity. Be- 
tween the Stratfordians (who believe 
William Shakespeare, of Stratford, 
the author) and the anti-Stratford- 
ians of all kinds—and there are many 
species—“rudeness, invective, ex- 
communication, are the rule,” says 
the author; “each party dubs the 
other idolators or heretics, Shake- 
speare-worshipers or iconoclasts. 
Abusive epithets fly around, pens are 
dipped in gall, not to say poison, ink- 
pots are thrown at each other's 
heads.” Pistol-shots have been ex- 
changed. A few choice specimens of 
the language which has been used 
by famous schelars and critics in the 
endless campaign more than justify 
the author’s summary. 

And what emerges from this good- 
humored survey of the littered bat- 
tle field? On the whole, perhaps the 
most useful efféct of it is to 
strengthen the feeling of the average 
intelligent reader that most of the 
squabbles of Shakespearean scholar- 
ship, or pretended scholarship, are of 
small account beside the sensitive 
appreciation of the wonderful legacy 
of a great genius. Professor Connes 
tells us that he has devoted a year 
of his life to the study of the coſſtro- 
versy, and adds: “I am convinced 
that it is vain. I shall not, however, 
think that I have wasted my time if 
I have persuaded anybody to do the 
really important thing with regard 
to Shakespeare, which is to read his 
works.” R. L. Med. 


From Goldfish to Bananas 


The Goldfish, by Robert Lynd (T. T.). 
London: Methuen. 5s. net. 


I. IS a very big achievement to 
write one good essay a week that 
will not only conform to the high 
standards of an English weekly re- 
view . as the New Statesman 
but will also be equal to the dignity 
of cloth ome It is all the more 
difficult, as the essay is a peculiarly 
English tradition—there is Mon- 
taigne, the Frenchman and the great- 
est of all, but that one swallow has 
hot made a French summer of essay 
ists yet—and the man who lightly 
takes up the pen may well pause io 
remember that Bacon, Lamb and 
Hazlitt, Addison, Steel and Thack- 
eray are looking over his shoulder to 
see if he is worthy of them. 

The great mission of the essayist 
is to bring back to us our lost sense 
of leisure and independent judgment: 
that old ability to get inside a sub- 
ject and pace up and down in it as 
we. used to pace up and down the 
big rooms that are built no more 
for us; not blank idleness but that 
wise respite from insignificant and 
often embittering activities in which 
tolerance is born. The essayist must 
pace up and down and round about, 
look at himself in the mirrors, look 
out at other people from his win- 
dows, touch his books, * up his 
fire, stand on his fender and—tell 
us charmingly what has been dis- 
tracting bim. If after this he fails 
to make us more tolerant of our 
fellows, more intimate with our- 
selves, more aware of the liveliness 
and many-sidedness of the world, 
he is no essayist. 

By all these standards Robert 
Lynd must take a high place. In 
“The Goldfish”—the first and the 
last essays are not his best: it is 
the intervening 25 -we recommend— 
there aré such titles as “The Mad 
Martian,” “The Promenade,” “A Man 
of Genius,” “Crabbed Age”—which 
is not at all crabbed—“The Uses of 
— “Brutality,” “In Praise of 

Temperance” and “The Nutritive 
Qualities of the Banana.” Mr. Lynd 
insinuates himself ingeniously into 
these subjects and feels his way 
about them, asking questions het 
oh, he does not wait for an answe 
asserting there, confessing, remem- 
bering a tale, letting slip an epigram, 
one moment counsel for the defense, 
the next counsel for the prosecu- 
tion. 

The prevailing mood is kindliness, 


tipped with irony. He does not ex- 
pect too much and is pleasantly sur- 


prised at the good he finds. He is 
an agreeable moralist and confesses 
he thinks “the temperate Puritan” 
is the nearest approach to the ideal 
man. But he is more inclined to be 
grateful than to reform. Of “A Man 
of Genius” he tells us that he was 
an artist “in a constant energy of 
courage, open and secret kindnesses, 


and happiness in the passing mo- |. 


ment.” In the “Mad Martian” the 
irony is most telling. The Martians 
looking out from their planet upon 
the Earth “see us shining in the 
heavens, and are conviticed that we 
are living in the Golden Age in 
which their poets tell them that they 
too once lived.“ 

It is amazing to consider that Mr. 
Lynd writes one of these essays 
every week in addition to much 
other work. And how many know 
what that means? V. S. P.

URING the early spring of 

1926, the Laura . Spelman 
Rockefeller Memorial extend- 

ed an invitation to Edwin Deller, 
academic registrar of the University 
of London, to visit some of the prin- 
cipal universities of the United 
States, and of his visit this valuable 
brochure of impressions is the out-

come. 


“Three streams of influence,” says 
Dr. Deller, “have gone to make up 
the ideals of the American university, 
the English, the German and the 
contributions of the Americans them- 
selves, and in many of the univer- 
sities I visited it was not difficult to 
detect ... the contributory parts. 
By the English I mean the old 
English tradition of ‘sound learn- 
ing’; by the German, the passion for 

research; and by the distinctively 

American, a conception of the func- 
tions of a university wider and more 
comprehensive than the older Euro- 
pean idea.” 

What is the strength and what the 
weakness of this amalgam? The 
writer seeks to analyze these, but 
slways with a sense not only of the 
magnitude of the problems confront- 
ing American universities, but of the 
danger of generalizing. The strong- 
est feature of the American univer- 
sity is found, according to Dr. Deller, 
in its provision for the graduate 
student, particularly in opening the 
university to new professions and in 
the evolution of a new technique for 
teaching the older professions. 
America has also made a distinctive 
contribution to the “idea of a uni- 
versity” particularly in the West and 
middie West, where the state uni- 
versities have experimental stations 
and give practical instruction to 
agriculturists. 

As to the weaknesses of American 
universities, he finds these to be due 
largely to the enormous growth in 
numbers of the student population 
and to the intellectual quality of the 
‘undergraduate. He discovered that it 
was generally agreed that the Ameri- 
can undergraduate is “intellectually 
(on the average) at least two years 
behind the English student of the 
same age.” Various explanations 


were put forward by American edu- 
cators to account for the “lag,” and 
he himself offerg as a contributory 
cause the absence of strict selection 
in the state universities. 

“We talk in England,” he adds, “of 
the educational ladder.” using this 
metaphor to explain how, by the use 
of scholarships (state, municipal and 


wrangler at Cambridge. It is not * 
easy way, continued effort is needed 
to climb, a good many fall; but those 
who succeed have been continuously 
tested. The metaphor would not be 
applicable in most of the state un- 
versities; here, instead of a ladder, 
there is an elevator. No effort is 
called for, and in the absence of an 
accident all arrive safely at the top. 
Fit and unfit survive.” 

We might, perhaps, agree with Dr. 
Deller that the “elevator” is too 
easy a method while countering that 
the “ladder” is too narrow and cir- 
cumscribed, but all interested in the 
progress and achievement of Ameri- 
can universities should for 
themselves the “impres of this 
stimulating and understanding critic.

Oyster Stuffing 

To each 3 cupfuls of rolled soda 
crackers allow 1 pint of oyster 
liquor, 2 dozen large oysters cut into 
quarters, 2 whole eggs and the yolks 
of 2 more, 2 teaspoonfuls each of 
salt and chopped parsley, 4 table- 


spoonfuls of melted »utter and 1 tea- 
spoonful of pepper.

Apple Rings 

Wash and core 5 large red apples 
and cut into slices at least % of an 
inch thick. Have ready a thick sirup 
made by boiling together 3 cupfuls 
of sugar and 2 cupfuls of water and 
tint deep rei with vegetable color- 
ing: or, 1 cupful of liquid turned 
from canned beets may be substi- 
tuted for the same amount of water. 
Cook apple slices in the sirup until 
they are tender but not broken. 

Dixie Sweet Potatoes 

Select medium-sized sweet pota- 
toes of the deep yellow variety; 
scrub and parboil them until they 
may be peeled easily; cut them cross- 
wise into %-inch. slices. Melt to- 
gether 2 tablespoonfuls of butter and 
1 of brown sugar and add 1 cupful 
of boiling water and the potato 
slices. Cover tightly and simmer until 
the potatoes are done, turning them 
over once or twice and adding hot 
water as necessary to prevent burn- 
ing. Season with % teaspoonful of 
salt and uncover at the last to brown 


nicely 
Potate Croquettes 

To each 2 cupfuls of hot mashed 
potato allow 1 tablespoontul of but- 
ter and % teaspoonful each of salt 
and onion juice. Beat together and 
cool slightly before adding the yolk 
of an egg. Form the cold mixture 
into balls and roll in crumbs to 
which chopped parsley has been 
added, then into egg slightly beaten 
with 1 tablespoonful of Sold water, 
and into plain crumbs. Immediately 
before serving, fry in hot fat, a few 
at a time, until nicely — 
drain on soft paper and serve piled 
in a pyramid. Croquettes must be 
so small they will become thoroughly 
heated through in the short time it 
takes to brown them. 

Jellied Cranberry Purée 

Over 4 cupfuls of washed cran- 
berries pour 2 cupfuls of boiling 
water and simmer 20 minutes, Rub 
through a sieve and measure the 
purée. Bring the liquid to a boil 
again; add the same amount of sugar 
and stir until it is dissolved. Pour 
into cups and when the jelly begins 
to set, drop into each mold 3 green 
cherries. Serve cold, unmolded, with 
sliced green cherries on each por- 


tion. 
Cauliflower Huntington 

From a medium-sized cauliflower 
remove the leaves and stalk and 
soak an hour in cold water, head- 
down. Boil, head-up, in slightly 
salted water until tender, then drain 
and separate into flowerettes. Serve 
covered with a sauce made as fol- 
lows: Mix together 1% teaspoonfuls 
each of mustard and salt and 1 tea- 
spoonful of sugar. Add to 2 eggs 
slightly beaten, % cupful of vinegar 
Cook 
over hot water until the mixture 
thickens, stirring constantly; then 
add % teaspoonful of onion juice 
and 2 tablespoonfuls of butter with 
which % teaspoonful of curry pow- 
der has been worked.

Mix together % of a cupful of 
sugar, 3 tablespoonfuls of corn- 
starch, 1 teaspoonful of bread flour, 
K of a teaspoonful of salt, and the 
grated rind of an orange. Stir in 
slowly % of a cupful of boiling water 
and cook 15 minutes in the double 
boiler until the mixture is thick and 
smooth.

It may not be sentesl, this inclina- 
to put books upon my shelves 
as they come from the book-

from mischance that might bar their 
sleek and occasionally beautiful 


There is no shame in their small 
number since it has been recorded 
how few were the volumes on 
Hawthorne’s shelves. Of course, 
that scarcity may have been due to 
some temporary circumstance, or 
perhaps the recorder never got as 
far as the library proper, but when 
long ago I read th&t the books 
gathered about.the proprietor of the 
Old Manse could be enumerated upon 
one's fingers; it left an impression 
in my young thought of an admi- 
rably independent scholarship on his 
part. I feel no shame, therefore, in 

my comparative poverty, hoping that 
- callers will 60 construe the scanti- 
ness of my library. Among the books 
there are none with rare bindings. 
One or two, however, are pleasant to 
the eye; these should be protected. 
And there is another reason for 
keeping them jacketed. It prevents 
their beauty from paling under a 
too constant scrutiny, and to take 
them down from time to time and 
remove their coverings is a treat 
with a touch of the truly occasional 
about it. 

But this would hardly suffice as an 
apology in the judgment of full- 
fledged bookmen who can look 
casually upon an entire wall of 
tooled leather bookbacks, realize the 
extent of their possessions and the 
depths of this wealth, and move 
along with no perceptible change in 
their breathing, not a gasp nor even 
a sigh. Of such am I not. (First I 
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gasp, thea I sigh, but even then have 
not been able to move along.) To 
these peers of bookdom I must make 
a better plea. For we may take it for 
granted that paper covers of no sort 
whatsoever may aspire to such 
grand shelving. But in a study 
where the scale of things is not so 
Loverwhelming, these many-colored 


‘| jackets strike a note. 


Here is one, for instance, on the 
*Miniature Portraits“ by Gédéon 
Tallemant Sievr Des Réaux. It is a 
dull blue cover of heavy paper with 
a delicate border in black at top and 
bottom, and the author's name takes 
two full lines, which should appeal 
to a writer. I see by this jacket that 
“Sir Edmund Gosse, lecturing at Ox- 
ford, states that for literary impor- 
tance these Miniature Portraits can 
only be compared to the diary of 
Samuel Pepys.” and there are more 
complimentary words about the 
author, Gédéon Tallemant, etcetcra. 

Here is another upon the “Col- 
lected Parodies of Louis Unter- 
meyer,” yellow, whereupon a figure 
in caricature, which we may presume 
is the author, straddles a bright red 
Pegasus with quite authentic wings 
but suspiciously long ears. 

And there is one showing a new 
sun rising upon a new world. Strange 
clouds here, weird harmonies, alarm- 
ing rhythms! It is “The Almost 
Perfect State” of Don Marquis, the 
dawn of an hour or two of typo- 
graphical chuckles. 

Such inspirations, however, are 

not to be compared to the informa- 
tive value of book jackets. Being 
very often placards for a summary 
of the book, they go further and tell 
its purpose, or they draw conclusions 
from the contents with a philo- 
sophical turn, or they tell about 
something or someone in the book 
in a pithy paragraph that stays by 
the reader and as if by proxy en- 
larges his store of generalities or 
outstanding facts until he can acquire 
them for himself, in detail, by more 
intimate study. 
Those peers might go on indefi- 
nitely describing jackets if they would 
ohly keep them with their books. But 
I cannot much further. Indeed, I 
am surprised at the fewness of my 
tomes, and that, having so few, I 
know even the little that I do: a 
slight, but none the less, an inde- 
pendent scholarship! I am still more 
surprised at the scarcity of book 
jackets upon my shelves. Perhaps 
they have not been kept as carefully 
as I imagined. They sometimes get 
torn, of course, and become soiled 
after awhile, and Bobby takes them 
off the travel books to cut out the 
elephants and pyramids and ships 
and maps that enliven them. But 
while they last, they do keep one’s 
books from dust and dampness. And 
they strike a note. 

When all the rest is said, it is 
something to have lived in an age 
when another art was added to the 
many that have combined in the 
making of books. From the picture- 
writing of prehistoric peoples, from 
the hieroglyphs and the papyrus rolls 
of the Egyptians, and the octagonal 
bricks impressed with Assyrian char- 
acters, to the beautiful hand-written 
scrolls in the days of Alfred, 
through the press ‘of Caxton to the 
present-day systems of publishing— 
what a romance, what a history! 

We missed most of that, so far as 
being contemporary with it, and 
have had to live through those 
epochs, one by one, in the innumer- 
able, clearly typed records that they 
have brought to the twentieth cen- 
tury. 
But in this, our own generation, 
has been found one more means of 
enriching slightly the ever-increas- 
ing legacy of literature. Someone 
lately had to conceive the book 
jacket, and now others must design 
them, choose colors for them: others 
still must decide what shall be said 
upon them, and these others must 
be of an epigrammatic turn of 
thought, adepts in rich and certain 
expression. 

But when all this has been done— 
patterns, concords of colors all de- 
cided upon, even the what-to-say, 
there still remains the question of 
just where to say it. I, for one, get 
much pleasure from both the novel

of blocks of type in the maze of 
lineal intricacies that decorate these 
jackets. 
Truly, it is an art. And an age that 
evolves an art is worth living in.

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Mathilde Comes to 
England 


From all accounts William's (the 
Conqueror) consort, Mathilde of 
Flanders, must have been endowed, 
not only with unusual beauty of per- 
son and nobleness of character, but 
with great natural aptitude, 
which, reinforced by the wise train- 
ing of her mother, Adele of France, 
raised her in intelligence far above 
most of the other princesses of her 
time. 

It was she who was chosen to 
guide the affairs of state during 
William's frequent absences from 
Normandy, and her wise, prudent and 
kindly rule ever proved the choice 
a happy one. A loving and devoted 
mother to her children, a counsellor 
and friend, as well as help-meet to 
her husband, and revered by her sub- 
jects, Mathilde’s influence at court, a 
court where still lingered many 
customs tinged with the rudeness of 
barbarism, was always exerted for 
all that was uplifting, noble and 
good; she encouraged the gentler 
arts of civilization, music, poetry, 
and architecture, and in this connec- 
tion one loves best to picture her in 
the “Galerie des Brodeuses,” in the 
chateau at Rouen, surrounded by the 
young Princesses and her maidens, 
occupying herself with the em- 
broidery tradition has ever asso- 
ciated with her name, the record of 
the events leading up to her hus- 
band’s conquest of England, the 
famous “Tapisserie de la Reine 
Mathilde.“

The most 
precious jewels in Mathilde’s coffers 
had been sent, it is said, by Duke 
Robert from the Orient and presented 
by William to his bride on their 
marriage; they included clasps of 
silver and gold encrusted with gems, 
necklaces, girdies, rings; these with 
silver and gold encrusted with gems, 
her finest “necessaire de toilette,” 
including a large ivory comb and 
“gravonére” for the hair parting, 
were carefully disposed by her 
maid for the long journey that 
Mathilde might with pride appear be- 
fore the English in all the splendour 
and magnificence due to her royal 
husband’s name and position 
Great preparations were made in 
Winchester for Duchess Mathilde’s 
reception, and greater still for her 
coronation, which took place

T IS evening time, and the Brix-

A diamond flame bobs 
slowly here and there atop of the 
masts as the shadows creep closer 
together; and the fishermen gather 
on the quay for a short time before 
seeking the cozy little homes way 
back in the town. 

Very many years ago—in 1688 to be 
exact—Prince William of Orange and 
his thirty thousand men landed at 
Brixham for the purpose of maintain- 
ing the religious liberties of England. 


The Prince, we are told, was carried 
ashore in the arms of a “stuggy” lit- 
tle man, and was met with the fol- 
lowing greeting: 


“God — your Majesty, King Wil- 
liam, 
You be welcome to Brixham Quay, 
To eat buckhorn and drink bohea, 
Along with we; 
And God bless your Majesty, King 
William.” 


And the sea gulls drew up in well- 
ordered alignment on the quay side 
and chattered about it for full five 
minutes. And when they had said 
their say they rose into the air high 
above the town, and chuckled once 
or twice, and disappeared into the 
distance.

NE who, with a great sense of 

release. had left her home for 

a short vacation, stood at the 
corner of a Ks street where 
the crowd of h y, careless and 
unheeding, swept past her in an end- 
less stream. Suddenly, as she waited, 
there came an overwhelming grati- 
tude for the home which so recenti) 
had seemed almost a burden. At that 
busy corner, with its rush of hurry- 
ing feet, came a renewed sense of the 
beauty and sacredness of home, and 
a clearer sense of what a privilege it 
is to have the opportunity ef helping 
to build one. 

A little child whose family owned 
several places of abode, which they 
occupied at different seasons, was 
once asked which of these places was 
her home. She replied with an air of 
innocent surprise, “Wherever mother 
is.” Recalling such an incident, the 
homemaker is impelled to pause and 
consider for a while the spiritual 
qualities which are necessary to 
build the right kind of home It is 
necessary not only to consider them, 
but to persevere in maintaining them, 
in the face of the material tendencies 
of the age which would tempt us to 
lower our standards. It has long 
been an instinct of the human family 
to defend their homes, but in these 
modern days it would seem neces- 
sary further to defend our sense of 


home from n of a subtle na- 
ture. 

wherever Christianity has seen! 
understood and lived, there has been | 
found a home-loving people; for the 
right kind of home must have as its 
corner stone the desire to obey God, 
good. Jesus spoke of the wise man 
who built his house upon a rock; 
and he said of that house, “And the 
rain descended, and the floods came, 
and the winds blew, and beat upon 
that house; and it fell not: for it was 
founded upon a rock.” Some of the 
spiritual qualities which we need for 
home building are compassion and 
tenderness, consideration for the 
rights of others, order, tolerance, 
and a sense of proportion. The basic 
law of democracy has been expressed 
as being “in essentials unity. in non- 
essentials liberty, and in all things 
charity;” and this makes a splendid 
standard for home building.

Whistler’s Venice 
Friends 


Jr. in “Beloved 


It was extraordinary how the 
Whistler tradition had developed in 
the little more than four years since 
he had left Venice. I had never met 
him then, though J. had a few 
months before in London. I hardly 
hoped ever to meet him; I certainly 
could not expect that the day would 
come when he would be our friend, 
with us constantly, letting us learn 
far more about him and far more in- 
timately than from all the talk from 
a café table of those who already 
knew him, accepted him as a master, 
and loved him as a man. But had 
my knowledge of him come solely 
from those months in Venice I still 
should have realized the power of 
his personality and the force of his 
influence. He seemed to pervade the 
place, to colour the atmosphere. He 
stayed in Venice only about a year. 
In the early Eighties little had been 
written about him except in con- 
tempt or ridicule. But to the artist 
he had become as essentially a part 
of Venice, his work as inseparable 
from its associations, as the Vene- 
tian painters like Carpaccio and Tin- 
toretto who had lived and worked 
there all their lives and about whom 
a voluminous literature had grown 
up, culminating in the big and little 
volumes by Ruskin upon which the 
public crowding to Venice based 
their artistic creed. During those 
old nights I heard far more of the 
few little inches of Whistler’s etch- 
ings and of Whistler's pastels than 
of the great expanse of Tintoretto's 
Paradise or of Carpaccio’s decora- 
tions in the little church of San Gior- 
gio degli Schiavoni. The fact made 
and has left the greater impression 
because the winter in Rome had not 
worn off, for me, the novelty of 
artists’ talk or quite accustomed me 
to their point of view, to their sur- 
independence in not accept- 
the current and easy doctrine 
that everything old is sacred, every- 
thing modern insignificant.

One hears a great deal-about un- 
happy homes and wrecked no es, just 
as one hears of wrecked and unhappy 
lives. Such homes were not able to 
endure the rain and the floods and 
the wings, because they were not 
built upon a rock. When we recog- 
nize that the true home is based on 
spiritual understanding, we shali be 
better able to protect our homes from 
dangers which may seem to beset 
them. Mrs. Eddy writes in “Miscel- 
laneous Writings” (p. 287): “Be 
faithful over home relations; they 
lead to higher joys: obey the Golden 
Rule for human life, and it will spare 
you much bitterness. It is pleasanter 
to do right than wrong; it makes 
one ruler over one’s self and hallows 
home,—which is woman's world.” 

Even if there is but one in the 
home who recognizes its true spirit- 
ual nature, untiring faithfulness on 
the part of that one to the right 
ideal will produce more harmonious 
conditions. When a spiritual idea is 
perceived, it must be cherished and 
nourished, and it will always draw 
to it other right ideas to protect and 
strengthen it. A genuine home is 
like “the shadow of a great rock in a 
weary land; and those who are in 
need of its shelter will be quick 
to recognize and appreciate it in 
the wilderness of human life we 
need such homes, and from them 
there will always flow the love which 
heals and purifies. 

One reason for many unhappy 
homes is a mistaken sense of the 
purpose of home. A home should 
not be a place where its members 
display their weaknesses and follies, 
but a place where each may learn 
lessons in self-control, lessons in 
patience and fortitude and loving- 
kindness. It is from such homes that 
we may expect the fruitage of which 


‘the Psalmist sang in the verse, “That 


our sons may be as plants grown up 
in their youth; that our daughters 
may be as corner stones, polished 
after the similitude of a palace.” 

Sometimes there may be a great 
longing for a true sense of home, a 
longing which always seems to re- 
main unsatisfied. If there be one who 
has such longing, he may begin 
right now to gain a true concept of 
home. For home must be realized 
first in one’s own consciousness. Un- 
selfish love must be there, and the 
desire to serve; there must also be 
order and serenity, joy and peace. 
We shall then carry our true sense 
of home with us wherever we go. for 
it is a portion of the kingdom of God 
within us. Dwelling always in this 
higher sense of home, we shall never 
be lonely or sad, but always ready to 
minister to the weary and heartsick 
who are seeking for their Father's 
kingdom.

Player Rules Approved 


The player rules, agreed upon last 
January at a meeting of magnates in 
French Lick, Ind., as a result of dis- 
closures in the Cobb-Speaker investi- 
gation, were approved. They provide 
penalties as follows: 

(1) Ineligibility for three years for 
accepting or offering any present or 
reward to the players or the manage- 
ment of another team for services ren- 
dered or supposed to be rendered in 
defeating a competitor.

Former Yale Stars Express 
Views on Football Issues 


NEW HAVEN, Conn., Dec. 16 (?)—

Yale University are ex- 
the current issue of the 
Weekly in letters from 
Samuel F. B. Morse, a captain of the 
‘varsity team of 1906; William II. 
Corbin 89, who captained a team 
iwhich once ran up a score of 597 
points, and William O. Henderson, 
who on Nov. 15, 1873, took part in 
the first game with Princeton Uni- 
versity. 

Morse would return to the graduate 
coaching systém with T. A. D. Jones 
as the “coaches’ coach,” as was Wal- 
ter Camp. Henderson advocates abro- 
gation of the rule which barred Bruce 
Caldwell '28 from participation in the 
Princeton and Harvard games. Corbin 
favors the renewal of thé nonscout- 
ing agreement and also would have 
the coaches in the stands out of con- 
tact with the team except at intermis- 
sions. during a game. Speaking of the 
days of Walter Camp, Morse writes in 
his letter:

Teacher's Desk on Wet Windy Day

HE door of a high-school class- 
room stands open in memory, 
and inside there is the quiet 
voice of a man who took the leaven 


called The Love of Beauty and hid 
it in the hectic thought of youth. We 
were all about the age of 17 when 
K. D. B. appeared among us. Many 
of us had become discouraged over 
our parents and irreverent toward 
the family photographs, hanging up 
the likenesses of Lillian Russell and 
Chauncey Olcott where they could 
be peacefully substituted. 

Many of us suffered silently about 
things while others took up elocution 
and expressed themselves through 
“The Spell of .the Yukon” or 
“Evangeline.” 

We had all tried to be “in love” 
and painfully “disillusioned” at 
least once—that is, those of us who 
cared for prestige.

Addresses will be delivered by 
Sir Michael Sadler, Master of Uni- 
versity College, and James W. Head- 
lam-Morley, Historical Adviser to 
the Foreign Office, and the course 
lecturers will include men and 
women professors of the universities 
of Oxford, Cambridge, Leeds, Bir- 
mingham and London.

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“It Depends on How You Put | t to a Child” 


The little first grade class was 
ready to go home. They seemed to 
know just how to put away their 
work and playthings, how to clean 
up any waste about their desks and 
chairs, how to put on their own coats 


and rubbers, and how to say “Good- 
night” in the kindliest manner. 

They had had such a busy, happy 
day. The teacher saw the children 
from the building and came back 
into her classroom. She looked 
happy and successful, too. She had 
found the secret of it all when she 
said to the teacher across the hall, 
“It all depends on how you put it to 
a child, doesn’t it? It is the attitude 
you take toward the child that 
counts. You can get him to de 
almost anything if you only go about 
it rightly.” 

Just this bit of philosophy had 
helped the teacher to find the big 
joy of letting the children share in 
the game. She did not have to fight 
to get them to work. She did not 
have to keep them in after schoel. 
She simply made every child in her 
room feel that going to school was 
a privilege. Everything they did 
was a privilege. Singing, dancing, 
playing, reading, writing—all were 
looked upon as big privileges. Clean- 
ing up the classroom so that it 
looked neat and orderly to the 
teacher and te the janitor was, too, a 
privilege. “If you only go about it 
rightly.” That little teacher had 
solved more than the problem of a 
rightly managed class-room, more 
than the problems of making each 
little child happy, contented, busy in 
a worthwhile way. She had solved 
the problem of complete and satisfac- 
tory living. She expected much and 
she received much. 

_ When parents discuss the prob-

lems of their children, and, seem 
bothered because John is so dis- 
obedient, careless, disorderly, or lazy, 
we wonder just how much they have 
expected of John. Has John felt a 


fine and big respect from his par! 
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ents? Has he felt tnem pulling with 
him all the way? Has he felt that 
they have taken the time to see that 
his work of today is more orderly 
and more carefully done than his 
work of yesterday? Has he felt and 
heard their Go, ahead. Fine. Do 
some more. That is the best yet”— 
and all the rest? 

Encouragement is to the child what 
the band is to the tired marcher. 
He’ can stand a good amount of it 
but he doesn't march as far along 
the line without it. 

So whenever we feel inclined to 
say to the children, Don't. Don't 
make a ndise. Don't bother. Don't 
answer back. Don't loiter around, 
let us think of the little teacher who 
used the “first-rate” method with 
the children. who made each child 
feel growth in himself. 

Growing is dynamic. It is initiated 
by the person concerned. Make the 
child feel that he is planning, de- 
ciding, thinking, doing—and you will 
have a more responsible, self-direct- 
ing, self-reliant individual. He will 
gain in power and so will you. If 
we only go about it rightly, we 
shall get more than “full value” in

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dered that in districts where there 
was a mixed population, the majority 
was to decide whether school instruc- 
tion was to be given 
in the mother tongue of the 

“minority.” But in many districts, the 
minority, though constituting the 
greatest part of the population, fear- 
ing lest they should later be handi- 
capped through not knowing Hun- 
gariah; decided upon the mixed - 
school system. As, however, there 
was no general system of education, 
teaching was carried on in these 
districts of mixed population in a 
yarious combination of languages, 
and in 1923 (Ordinance 4800), it was 
decreed that in state and municipal 
schools in which the number of chil- 
dren of school age belonging to a 
“minority” is at least 40, or is greater 
than the number of Hungarian chil- 
dren, the local school authorities or 
the parents have the right to request 
that their children be educated partly 
in their mother tongue, though the 
Hungarian language still continues 
to be compulsory also. In the same 
year (1923) three types of minority 
schools were established, the minor- 
ity still retaining their right to 
choose the type of school they de- 
sired. 

According to Type A, every subject 
is taught in the language of the 
minority. The daily school hours of 
the six classes amount to 168 hours 
a week, of which 39 are devoted to 
the mother tongue and 35 for les- 
sons in Hungarian. (The teaching 
of Hungarian is compulsory in this 
kind of school.) 

In Type B, teaching is partly in the 
mother tongue and partly in Hun- 
garian, Geography, history, and drill 
are taught in Hungarian; mathemat- 
ics and singing in both languages, 
and the remaining subjects in the 
language of the minority. Of the 168 
hours of weekly instruction in the 
six classes of the school, 58 are in 
Hungarian, 73 hours in the language 
of the minority, while in the remain- 
ing 37 hours, both languages are 
employed. 

In the third type of school (Type 
C) instruction is conducted in Hun- 
garian, with the exception of Scrip- 
ture, which is taught in the mother 
tongue, and 39 hours a week are de- 
voted to instruction in the mother 
tongue out of the total of 168. 

The following figures give an idea 
of the way in which this system has 
been worked out:

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The Hungarian authorities main- 
tain that the talk of “suppression” of 
the Slovak minorities which has ap- 
peared in Czech papers would only 
be justified if the Government did 
not respect its own ordinances, They 
declare that the Slovaks, if they ex- 
pressed the desire, could have 
schools of Type A, just as the Serbs 
have chosen to make 29 out of their 
total of 32 schools, of this type. It 
should also be noted that while the

Further, that while the Hungarian | 
minority in Slovakia shows no desire | 
to assimilate with the Czechs, the 
Slovaks in Hungary have adopted a 
different attitude, and the tendency 
of assimilation has gone on ever 
since they came as immigrants to 
their present lands—at the termina- 
tion of the Turkish occupation 230 
years ago, and still goes on.

Australian Industrial History 


SPEcIAL FROM MOoNITOR Besnar 


MELBOURNE, Vic.—A mechanical 
discovery by a Victoria man, and the 
resulting industrial development, 
promise to be as epoch-making for 
Victoria as Eli Whitney’s invention 
of the cotton gin and its results be- 
came for the United States. 

The machine satisfactorily sepa- 
rates the fiber from flax, a process 
which for long has been practicable 
only by slow human labor. The in- 
ventor of the device is W. Grigg. 
A returned soldier, he happened to 
arrive in Victoria at a time when the 
production of flax there on a large 
scale was a main object of the col- 
onists. Prices for flax had gone soar- 
ing (this was seven or eight years 
ago) and flax mills were established 
in several parts of Gippsland, the 
main agricultural district of eastern 
Victoria. As much as £325 ($1625) 
a ton was paid for Victorian flax in 


Britain. 
Sheep Weed Cro 


When the price fell to, £50 (3250), 


interest in the industry waned: The 
Government relinquished its interest 
in flax-growing experiments. Mr. 
Grigg transferred the plant in which 
he had beep operating his machine 
to Drysdale, in the western district 
of the State. There fur the last three 
or four years it has been operating 
successfully. Further improvements 
have been made in the machinery, by 
which labor is reduced, a greater 
percentage of long fiber to the ton 
is obtained, and the straw may be 
treated in wet or dry weather with 
equal success. 

There is a ready demand for the 
fiber among British manufacturers, 
and it is maintained that the Grigg 
machine will enable the Australian 
flax indugtry to compete in the Lon- 
don market against the European 
fiber. eports upon the Victorian 
fiber by manufacturers in that State 
are highly satisfactory, and samples 
of rope, string and other finished 
products hgve been turned out. 

The raising of hay for the metro- 
politan markets has now been 
abandoned by a number of farmers 
in the district around the Grigg mill, 
in favor of raising flax. It is handled 
in exactly the same way as the hay 
crop, and occupies the “ground for 
the same length of time and at the 
same period of the year. The yields 
range from two to three tons to the 
acre, 
cleared by turning sheep into the 
paddocks, for they will not eat the 
flax plants, although they pick out 
other edible herbage. At a fixed price 
of $25 a ton paid by the Grigg firm, 
the crop is at least as profitable as 
hay growing and it is expected that 
to this already acceptable} financial 
return another profit ig gojng to be 
added from by-products eapitalized 
by the mill. 

Linseed Meal Liked by Live Stock 

Every ton of standard flax con- 
tains approximately 20 per cent of 
fiber and 15 per cent of linseed. The 
balance of 65 per cent, representing 
the pithy portion of the straw, has 
been found to possess a feeding value 
for stock superior to that of the 
cerea] straws, and cattle and sheep 
eat, it with avidity. 

Analyses of the linseed from the 
Drysdale mill show that the percent- 
age of protein is higher than that 
in the average sample of linseed in 
America and Europe: Experiments

($5) a cwt., and 13 cwt. of flax straw. 
The millers in the past have not been 
able to get the benefit of these fig- 
ures, owing to the want of suitable 
machinery, but now, with the indus- 
try properly established, it should 
be possible to pay the producers up 
to £8 ($40) a ton for the crop.

Opening the World Court Door 
feo RE are many reasons to believe that the 

people of the United States are still hope- 

ful that, by some means, the negotiations 
which were interrupted may be again con- 
sidered and that a way may be provided for 


participation by their Government in the 


deliberations of the World Court. This hope 
was convincingly expressed by the signatories 
to a petition recently laid before President 
Coolidge by Irving T. Bush of New York, acting 
as chairman of the presentation committee. It 
is numerously signed, the petitioners being 
identified with both the major political parties, 
and representing every state in the Union. 

It is stated in the petition that general dis- 
satisfaction prevails in all parts of the country 
because of the failure to pursue the negotia- 
tions until all points of difference between the 
several countries were composed, and because 
the negotiations were permitted to reach an 
impasse. The view is expressed that the dif- 
ferences which developed are not insuperable. 

The President is asked simply to indicate the 
willingness of the United States to continue 
negotiations with a view to removing the dif- 
ficulties which stand in the way of consummat- 
ing the adherence of the United States to the 
Court. Significant attention is called to the fact 
that, at the time when the First and Second 
Hague Conferences urged the establishment of 
such a permanent tribunal, the United States 


announced a clear-cut attitude in favor of the . 


organization of such an international agency 
for the settlement of disputes between the 
nations of the world. The petitioners believe 
‘hat by continuing the interrupted negotiations 
satisfactory basis of agreement can be 
eached. 

There is, of course, the persistent view that 
he Senate of the United States, in insisting 
pon reservations, deliberately intended to 
nake them of such a character as to render 
their acceptance by the other nations difficult 
ind improbable. But there is the equally per- 
sistent claim that the importance, or signifi- 
-ance, of these proposed reservations was 
unduly magnified, if not actually distorted, by 
‘hose who objected to their acceptance by other 
nations signatory to the World Court compact. 
It was to the Fifth Reservation, or a section 
thereof, that the most serious objection was 
lodged. In this it was stated, or provided, that 
the Court should not, without consent of the 
United States, entertain any request for an 
advisory opinion touching any dispute or ques- 
tion in which the country has or claims an 
interest. 

It is in the construction placed upon the 
language of this reservation, manifestly, that 
its import and effect are to be determined. The 
State Department in Washington, apparently 
for sufficient reasons, declined to interpret the 
language for the benefit of inquiring nations. 
This refusal has been regarded, in some quar- 
ters, as a tacit admission of the right of the 
Court itself to determine, in advance of any pro- 
posed inquiry or adjudication, whether or not 
the dispute is one in which the United States 
has or claims an interest. To this interpreta- 
tion there probably would be objections by 
those who insist upon the reservations which 
have been proposed. But it is because of this 
lack of complete understanding, with the possi- 
bilities which are suggested by adherence on 
the part of all nations to such a tribunal, that it 
is sought to open the door for further friendly 
negotiatians which may lead, eventually, to the 
consummation desired. 


A Challenge, an Opportunity 


States are today facing a challenge and an 

opportunity. comparable to the challenge 
and opportunity which they so courageously met 
when they guided the Eighteenth Amendment 
into the law of the land. - 

The challenge is from an organized minority 
who are either openly sponsoring violation and 
nullification of the law, or would take it from 
the Constitution without a fair trial. The oppor- 
tunjty arises from the increasingly pressing need 
of a comprehensive and sustained educational 
campaign which will equip both today’s voter 
and tomorrow’s citizen with a true knowledge 
of the liquor problem. The decision of the fed- 
eral enforcement officials to dissociate them- 
selves from any program of education in behalf 
of the prohibition law, however logical, accen- 
tuates this need. 

The need, indeed, is becoming steadily more 
evident. Several questions demand an answer; 
such questions, for example, as those which 
Stanley High of the Methodist Episcopal Board 
of Foreign Missions put to the Anti-Saloon 
League convention this week: “It is important 
to know that today’s Congresses will be dry,” he 
said, “but it is just as important to inquire what 
sort of Congresses are likely to be elected by 
the voters tomorrow. What about tomorrow’s 
drys? Will there be any? Where will they be 
recruited? Who will provide their leadership?” 

The pertinence of these questions cannot be 
doubted. Those who would defeat the Eight- 
eenth Amendment in order to restore the licensed 
liquor traffic for their own personal profit, and 
those who for other reasons are unwilling to 
grant it a fair trial, are bending every effort to 
discredit the prohibition law. The preservation 
of this law will not so much rest upon those who

enacted it, but upon the youth of the Nation. 


who will be registering their convictions at the 
polls in a few years to come, It is, therefore, 
as important that the youth of today should 
know why national prohibition should be main- 
tained as it was for the youth of yesterday to 
know why it was enacted. 

The rising generation of voters in America, 
many of whom are growing up with scarcely 
any knowledge of the wrecking evils of the old- 
time saloon—now Virtually a thing of the past— 
is being drawn into a legalistic discussion of 
prohibition and its enforcement which is divert- 
ing attention from the social and economic folly 
of the liquor traffic. The basic educational work 
along the lines which wrote the Eighteenth 
Amendment into the Constitution of the United 


States cannot safely be neglected. As to method, 
Mr. High counsels with these words: 

Young people, if they are to be enlisted, must be con- 
vinced that prohibition, rather than its opposite, repre- 
sents liberalism: that to carry the banners of freedom 
at the head of the wet parade is patriotic blasphemy; 
that the dry movement, if it is not now, can become & 
genuine crusade against the most intolerant of all the 
exploiters of human life. 


There is, here, a challenge and an opportu- 
nity which confronts the dry forces of the 
Nation. The recently established Department of 
Education, Publicity and Research of the Anti- 
Saloon League can render an important: service 
if it will recognize the considerations which 
Mr. High has so succinctly expressed. 


“Mi Amigo; Mi Cuate” 


ARD to overestimate is the good accom- 

plished in recent weeks by the “new 

diplomacy” in bettering Mexican-Ameri- 
can relations. Colonel Lindbergh’s splendid 
aerial mission comes as the climax in a series 
of.events which have each marked a distinct 
advance along the path of friendship. Novel 
methods of building up depleted stocks of good 
will and direct, informal contacts between 
responsible officials have characterized this 
diplomatic revolution. : 

It began with Dwight W. Morrow’s advent in 
Mexico City as American Ambassador and his 
immediate abandonment of the customary, 
formal, note-writing relations with Mexican 
officials. One of his first acts was to establish 
an everyday, working friendship with President 
Calles at a “ham and eggs” breakfast on the 
Executive’s ranch. Similar meetings followed. 
Then the President invited the Ambassador to 
be his guest for a week’s tour by special train 
through northern Mexico to inspect agricultural 
schools and reclamation projects. To enhance 
this propitious setting for an intimate talking 
over of the two nations’ problems, Will Rogers 
and his genial humor were added. 

The results of this unprecedented procedure 
are not apparent beyond the increased good 
feeling evidenced by the President’s reference 
to Mr. Morrow as “mi amigo” and to the unoffi- 
cial envoy as “mi cuate” (pal), but there is much 
ground for the belief that understandings of 
great import to both countries were reached. It 
is probable that the arrangements were made 
at this time by which Mr. Morrow is to “lend a 
hand” and his noteworthy financial talents to 
the reorganization of Mexico’s fiscal affairs 
made necessary by sharply declining federal 
revenues. | 

Necessary as they are, friendships between 
officials are not enough. The surest foundation 
of international amity is good will and under- 
standing between peoples. How far these have 
been built up by the visit of America’s flying 
ambassador is made plain alike in the wide 
interest manifested in the Lindbergh venture by 
Americans and the spontaneous cordiality 
expressed by Mexicans. It was President Cool- 
idge who a few days ago remarked that, “The 
Nat ion's heart is more important than treaties.” 
Already it is evident that Colonel Lindbergh 


has changed the heart of the nation across the 
Rio Grande and has caused at least a study of | 
maps and a reading of Mexican news among 
many Americans to whom the United States’ | 


southern neighbor has been known chiefly as 
the home of chili con carne and revolutions. 
The Mexican Supreme Court’s decision 
declaring the new petroleum law void as 
applied in the case of an American oil company 
opened the way to settlement of the two 
nations’ most serious controversy. The vivas“ 
with which the Lindbergh embassy' have been 
received will certainly not make any more diffi- 
cult the rendering of the four similar decisions 
necessary to finally establish the unconstitu- 
tional status of this law. Nor will the adjust- 
ment of other issues be set back by the visit of 
a Mexican President to the American Embassy 
—reported now for the first time in history. 
What formal diplomacy could not achieve 
with long negotiations has been won in a brief 
time through the direct contacts of informal 
diplomacy. It is true that all problems have not 
been solved and that there remain wide gaps of 
prejudice and misunderstanding which have not 
been bridged, but Colonel Lindbergh has put 
Mexico City almost within a day of Washing- 
ton, and in the realm of understanding, the dis- 


ROPOSALS have been made to the division 


of aeronautics of the Department of Com- 


merce to have official construction stand- 
ards established for commercial airplanes. 
There is nothing different in this suggestion 
from the practice which is commonly followed 
thraughout the world in the case of shipbuild- 
ing. In the latter instance, however, the classi- 
fication and survey of ships is normally left to 
a society of engineers which is supported by 
the shipbuilders themselves. The standards 
represent the voluntary products of the engi- 
neers engaged in the industry. The Govern- 
ment, on the other hand, recognizes these 
standards and gives them official sanction when 
issuing licenses to the vessels surveyed there- 
under. The proposal made in the case of build- 
ing airplanes has not gone exactly that far, as 
the industry is rather new and the commercial 
development of air travel is yet to be placed 
upon anything like a stable basis. 

The report of the engineering committee on 
handbook requirements made before the 
Department of Commerce, therefore, is purely 
a tentative suggestion. Briefly it is proposed to 
eliminate the classification difference between 
the open cockpit and the closed cabin planes. 
In addition the engineers would divide the air- 
planes into classes according to their weight, 
the horsepower and loads being determined 
upon a fixed equation. This basis of specifica- 
tion would appear upon its face to be as reason- 
able as anything that could be devised. If and 
when adopted, a start could be made to certify 
the reasonable safety of airplanes and thereby 
afford to the public some means of judging the 
risks they might take in the shipping of 
passage or of freight by such lines. ‘ 


Without doubt the present proposals will 


bring results of a kind. That there is need for 
survey and classification of commercial air- 
planes is obvious to everyone. It is a movement 


which is not objected to by the builders and the 


operators of airplane lines. As à matter of fact 
it is felt that if the work is done properly it will 
result in a betterment of the industry as a 
whole. The art of flying, however, is so new 
that a serious question arises as to whether 
this is the time for determining upon the basis 
for the specifications: During the past year, as 
outlined by the Joint Committee on Aero- 
nautics in its annual report to President Cool- 
idge, considerable progress was made in avia- 
tion. Engineering improvements, resulting 


froin careful investigations, encouraged the 


building of airplanes that could safely fly across 
oceans and continents without stop. There is a 
clear presumption that with a continuation of 
financial: assistance to research even greater 
improvements can be effected. That report 
must be considered in connection with what 
was proposed before the Department of Com- 
merce. 

Congress has shown a deep interest in this 
matter, and it will be called upon to give sanc- 
tion before any construction standards are 
determined upon. Indeed, that body has been 
impressed by the recommendations of the vari- 
ous branches of the Government, not the least 
being the Post Office Department, which has 
probably done the most toward encouraging the 
establishment of commercial air lines within 
the United States. President Coolidge has pro- 
posed that attention be directed toward the 
development of air lines with the nations of 
North and South America. All of this makes it 
even more necessary for some crystallization of 
engineering thought on the problem of 
standards and classification. That is a problem 
which will undoubtedly be solved in the very 
near future, and its solution will give aviation 
the encouragement that is its due.

Dogs and Their Owners 


F THERE are 25,000 dogs in the metropolitan 
district of Boston, as the newspaper statis- 
ticians assert, then 25,000 men and women 

during the next three months are to have the 
felicity of leading their pets about the streets 
on leashes during the inclement months of 
winter. While the gentlemen of the medical 
profession are debating whether or not dogs 
really go mad, there will be no question as to 
the wrath of the dog owners. Leashed to a dog 
in a blizzard, their views of the city government 
will not be dispassionate. : 

It is a debatable question whether a regula- 

tion which will involve so much inconvenience 
and discomfort to so great a body of citizens 
ought to have been promulgated with such 
scant opportunity for those concerned to enter 
a protest. State boards of health are neither 
omniscient nor infallible, and for the authori- 
ties of this or any other city to impose a 
burdensome regulation upon tens of thousands 
of householders upon the mere request of a 
bureau is hardly in accord with any reasonable 
view of civic rights and liberties. 


Interest in Foreign Affairs 


HE World Peace Foundation has done a use- 

ful service by compiling a list of organiza- 

tions issuing publications bearing upon 
international relations, together with a bibli- 
ography of all the publications thus issued. The 
pamphlet is one of notable value to any student 
of international affairs. Aside from that, it 
helps to correct the very erroneous opinion cur- 
rent in the United States that there is but little 
general interest taken in foreign affairs by the 
people of this country. 

The list of societies, for example, num- 
bers forty titles. It is to be borne in thought 
that these are only active associations, carrying 
out a publication program. An older list pub- 
lished a year ago by the National Council for 
the Prevention of War, and including insti- 
tutions for discussion and for the mainte- 
nance of lectyre bureaus.and other methods of 
stimulating public interest, gives 160 titles. 
While by far the greater number of these 
organizations have their headquarters at cities 
on the Atlantic seaboard, the middle West and 
the far West are not without representation. 

It seems almost needless to debate the ques- 
tion as to whether a nation which last year 
invested more than a billion dollars in foreign 
loans is interested in foreign affairs. More- 
over, at the time when the farmers of the mid- 
dle West, who have long been regarded as most 
indifferent to matters taking place beyond the 
borders of the United States, are awake to the 
need of a foreign market for their products, -it 
would seem that the last stronghold of isola- 
tion had been broken down. These facts, how- 
ever, are not of general notoriety, and it. is 
fortunate that this pamphlet from the World 
Peace Foundation should come to emphasize 
and impress them more clearly upon public 
consciousness.

As one looks backward and recalls the 
antagonistic attitude of the nations toward 
each other when some irritant occurred to dis- 
turb their orderly relations, it is illuminating 
to read of the recent meeting of French, Ger- 
man, British, Polish and Lithuanian ministers, 
held for the purpose of finding a peaceful solu- 
tion of the Vilna dispute. The world has surely 


traveled many a league in the direction of 
“peace on earth” during the last decade. 


In view of the estimate—attributed to Sena- 
tor Capper—that the farmers of the United 
States get only $10,000,000,000 for products 
which cost consumers $30,000,000,000, the lat- 
ter might point to the obverse side of the shield 
and insist that what is most needed is market- 
ing relief. 


An enterprising American magazine has now 
located that long-sought personage — “the 
average man”—in a certain Iowa town. But the 
strong diversity of opinion with which the press 
attacks the selection shows how little danger 
there is of Americans becoming standardized. 


Will the proposed thirteen-month calendar 
mean one more payment on the car, or will it 
give us an extra month in which to pay for it?

The Business Girls’ Smart Appearance

The article in The Christian Science Monitor which 
was published under the heading, “Housing, a ‘Primary 
Problem’ for the New York Business Woman,” was both 
interesting and illuminating. 

In reading the last paragraph, “Instead of worrying 
about the awful condition the country is coming td 
because of the way the working girls overdress. it 
occurred to me that Professor Locke might have offered 
the question, Are not employers requiring too much 
of this looking smart“ in proportion to the salary which 
they pay? 

One does not like to feel that any “establishment 
shall present an attractive appearance” owing to the 
good judgment of the small-salaried employee. Why not 
let this good judgment, which the employer frankly 
confesses his inability to impart to another, share in 
profits, as do other talents possessed by those higher up? 

The point is well taken that “a girl who works in 
an office spends every minute of her time in the public 
eye,” for this girl must dress to the position, whereas 
the girl who stays at home can spend three-fourths of 
her time in a simple; inexpensive house dress, which 
would be singularly inappropriate in the shop, office, 
or on the street. To quote the true words spoken in 
jest by one office girl who had previously managed her 
affairs on a very small income, “It costs so much to 
dress, I can't afford to work for my living.” 

Many of us know some business woman who takes 
care of a parent, or helps toward educating a younger 
brother or sister, so that the effort to look “smart” 
means the demand to stretch her working day into the 
late hours of the night. 

This is not a plea for dowdy looks, nor for large 
salaries, but perhaps for salaries more nearly com- 
mensurate with the. demands of the position.

“Ploughing In” a Company's Earnings 
To THe CuristiaN Scaence Monrror: 


Far-reaching consequences, affecting American busi- 
ness corporations in every branch of industry, may result 
if the new revenue bill becomes law in its present form. 

There are only two ways by which a corporation may 
grow: One is by “ploughing in” its earnings, and the 
other is by obtaining additional capital through public or 
private offering of new securities, 

To all except the larger and better known corpora- 
tions, the latter method is hazardous and uneconomical. 

According to section 104, subsections (c) and (d), of 
the new revenue bill, any “plough in” of more than 
60 per. cent of a corporation's net is Hable to 
be penalized in and after 1928 with the levy of a 25 
per cent surtax unless the corporation can establish to 
the reasonable satisfaction of the internal revenue offi- 
cials that the reasonable needs of the business justify 
the amount of such “ploughing in.” 


How will the internal revenue officials administer these 
subsections? ;

American business today than ever before. To tie them 
now to the apron strings of internal revenue officials can 
surely never have been the intention of the very able 
draftsmen of the new revenue bill. . 

Such governmental superintendence of American busi- 
ness is as superfluous as it is dangerous. 

Elsewhere in the new revenue bill there are new provi- 
sions that comprehensively define all so-called personal 
holding companies, and effectively penalize them with a 
25 per cent surtax whenever they are used to accumulate 
surplus at a rate exceeding 30 per cent of their net 
income. | 

These personal holding company provisions, coupled 
with the practice now being followed by the internal 
revenue officials under Section 220 of the old law, would 
seem sufficient to reach every substantial case of surtax 
evasion. To add to these the perilous provisions of new 
subsections (c) and (d) would seem like putting on a 
belt, which may soon become a strait-jacket, when one 
already is wearing an entirely adequate pair of sus- 
penders. 0 s 

Revenue measures, more than most laws, must be 
closely scrutinized, because so often they contain unin- 
tended capabilities for hurting initiative and discouraging 
enterprise in unexpected directions not at all anticipated 
by those who draft these measures.

Columbus and Navassa Island 
To THe Cristian Science Monitor: 


In The Christian Science Monitor of November 16 I 
have noted with interest the article in regard to Navassa 
Island, ~ 

Through some inadvertence, however, I have been 
incorrectly quoted as authority for certain statements in 
regard to Columbus. I have never given out anything 
on the subject of Columbus’ first landing place in Amer- 
ica, and particularly I have not suggested that Navassa 
Island. was either the first lang sighted by Columbus or 
his first stopping place in the New World. 

A glance at the map of the West Indies shows the 
impossibility of either supposition, as Navassa lies well 
within the line of the West Indies and Bahama Islands, 
and could not have been approached from Europe under 
the circumstances of Columbus’ voyage without sighting 
other land first. Navassa is also wholly different from 
— island described by Columbus as his first landing 
place. 

I have not given particular attention to Columbus’ first 
landfall, but it is a subject regarding which there has 
been much discussion and some elaborate studies, as. 
for example, the monograph by Captain Fox in the Coast 
and Geodetic Survey Report for 1880; but in any event 
it is safe to say that Columbus’ landfall could not have 
been Navassa Island.
